After many yeara of battling against difficulties, direct cable (•omiminl- 


catloiiH from tlio United States lo China and Japan by way of tho Commer- 
cial Cable Company Is assured, and the project of the late John \V. Mackay 
Is on the eve of realization. 


With the signing of an agreement by M. Takahlra, Japanese minister, 


between tho Japanese government and the Commercial Pacific Cable Com- 
pany, landing privileges and connections -In Japan are obtained. Landing 
rights were obtained by the company from China, several weeks ago. 


Efforts to establish an all American Pacific cable to the far East were 


begun by John W. Mnrkny many years ago. 
Various bills were Introduced 


In Congress, but always met defeat until President McKinley (.•hiunploned 
the enterprise, In 1809, and urged In a message to Congress the necessity 
for cable communication with the far East. At that time another contro- 
versy arose between the Senate and House of Representatives over govern- 
ment control of the cable, and tho President's message was fruitless. 


In 1901 Mr. Clarence II. Mackay, president of the Commercial Cable 


Company, went before Congress and offered on the part of his company to 
lay the cable as a private enterprise, unsubsldized and entirely under Amer- 
ican control. Ills offer was eventually accepted, and meanwhile the Com- 
mercial Pacific Cable Company wits organized and the cable was laid to 
Honolulu and the Philippines. Now It ban been extended to China and Japan.

New Vork Is soon to have tho oddest 
Amusement enterprise on tho face of 
UK; enrlli, In the shape of a tower 
taller than any structure in the world 
and equipped with a larger variety of 
combined entertainments and utilities 
th'in anything that has ever existed 
for the edification of the million* who 
are constantly and hungrily Becking 
new pleasures. 


Called "The Weber Tower," after its 


designer, Carl Weber, one of the best 
known experts in the matter of tall 
steel-concrete constructions, the build- 
ing will be unique In many ways, and 
when it has been erected, either In one 
of the parks of Manhattan, or in some 
equally prominent spot, it will un- 
questionably be one of the foremost 
attractions of the metropolis. 


In the first place, it will reach the

As 
a matter of fact, half a dozen distinct 
entertainment enterprises may be in- 
cluded In this great space without con- 
flict. Tho second floor, however, will 
be reserved for a restaurant of 
tho 


first class, with about 10,000 square 
feet of floor space, and, of course, the 
most up-to-date Improvements in tho 
way of comfort and decorative effect. 


On the lower floor there will be 


stores, but only such as will be in har- 
mony with the purposes of the entire 
edifice, and here also will bo located 
the electric machinery for the opera- 
tion of the elevators and the power 
for the light, heat, ventilation, ap- 
paratus, and so on, although tills will 
be of such a magnitude that a part of 
it will go below tho main stairway.

truth Is, he says, that this hetflra of good cltl- 


Is due to tho frauds that have boon practiced In regard 


to our own public lands and that "tho westward tide ha? 
bumped into the unyielding front of ranch, timber land and 
mining tract grabs, and so turns north into Canada—ere 
long In numbers of 100,000 a year—birthright plundered 
expatriates!" 


When we measure up these 50,000 good American farm- 


ers lost to us every year and the undesirable part of that 
otiier host of foreign immigrants dumped upon us In their 
stead, the prospect is not cheering. 
The citizenship of 


this country must deteriorate woefully If these currents 
continue to Increase in volume as they have Increased in 
the last decade. Meanwhile an amusing phase of the situa- 
tion lies In the fact that England is showing uneasiness 
over the American conquest of Canada. 
The English 


Economic Review recently had an article laying stress 
tipori the idea that Americans go into Canada thoroughly 
Imbued with the. Monroe doctrine and determined to be- 
come tho controlling political quantify. 


This, of course, Is merely a nightmare. Few American 


farmers of the class that aro going Int 3 Canada know or 
care anything about: tho Monroe doctrine. They aro going 
there to build homos, to develop the lands and to make 
money. They have more concern for their crops than for 
all tho politics in the world. It is not n p;>;;iical conquest 
of Canada, by American farmers that England needs to 
fear. 
It is an industrial and commercial conquest. It is 


the United States which has real cause to fool alarm over 
the condition. 
Tho wholesale exchange of good stock for 


bad cannot fail to have evil effect upon us politically and 
Industrially. 
And yet if the farmers who are going over 


tho lino to the north will assimilate Canada as thoroughly 
as we have thus far assimilated the foreign immigrants, we 
may be happy under one flag.—Chicago Journal.

Why the Postal Deficit. 


HE deficit of $12,000,000 In the postal depart- 
ment for the fiscal year calls renewed attention 
to the outrageous manner In which the govern- 
ment is held up by the railroads in the matter 
of charges for the transportation of the mails. 
It is well known that the general public has to 
pay unfair prices, but the general shipping 


public escapes comparatively easy by the side of the gov- 
ernment. The government pays about eight times as much 
pound for pound, as the express companies pay on the 
same trains, and the government pays rent for the postal 
cars, while the express companies pay nothing for the ex- 
press cars. But every effort to secure fair transportation 
rates for the mails is effectually blocked by the railroads. 
When it is remembered that the government pays the rail- 
roads upward to $35,000,000 a year for transporting the 
malls the public may have a bettor Idea of why the railroad 
managers take so much Interest In electing congressmen 
and senators, and securing pliable officials In the variou* 
departments of the "P. O. D."—The Commoner.

Hired to Run Klevutoro in 


Devote 1 to Female Interests. 


Women always soom to be able lo 


establish some kind of new work. Now 
Moston has in several buildings do- 
voted to women's interests, or patron- 
ized by women, girls employed to run 
(he elevators. The Idea was Introduced 
by the Women's Educational and In- 
dustrial Union, and tho Young Wom- 
en's Christian Association soon fol- 
lowed. 


"Except for one Janitor," said the 


superintendent of the latter institu- 
tion, "we are all women around hero, 
nnd to have two or three boys about 
to run the elevator was an unmitigated 
nuisance.
